power the rebe's and ther Mahdi. Bat we 
greatly donbt whether the Senoussi sect had 
avy direct connection with the movement, 
as a contributor to the “Pall Mall Gazette,” 
recently quoted in oor colamns, has inferred. 
The Senonssi atd their leaders have always 
been pacific by habit and in policy, They 
have resisted all temptations to extend their 
propaganda’ by the sword, and thongh no 
‘doubt relatively well armed have consistently 
avoided collisions with any of their neighboure. 
Sidi Mohamed Es Senoussi was on one ooca- 
sion summoned by the Sndanese Mahdi to 
him, but the recluee of Kufra ordered his 
f llowers to observe absolute neutrality in the 
struggle between Egypt and the revolted!

Rares to fall into the hands of a Earopean 
P.uwerand the independence of Kafra and the 
oases of the inner desert threstened by the 
vioneers cf Earopean civilisation, the proola- 
mation of a holy war might cause considerable 
disturbance in the wilder regions of N. Africa. 
Bot even in that case it is hard to see 
what they could effect. The invasion of Al- 
geria, of Nigeria, or Senegal by barbarian h sta 
conquering and to conquer seems to us an 
idle dream. The Sahara ocoald not sopport 
armies that must be reckoned by the handred 
thousand to, have tha least chance of succes, 
the resisting power of Europe even in her 
farthest ou is terribly strong, and the 
horsemen of the desert would not have that an- 
periority of tactics and orgacization that gave 
victory to the hosts of Jenghiz Khan. Because 
Earopean States once fell victims to the on- 
slavghts of the Ottoman Tarks, whose civilisa- 
tion was in ‘many respects superior to their 
own, and of the Mongols, whose leadership and 
military organisation have been proved by 
modera research to have been of the higheat 
quality. Earopean publicists of the present day 
are prone to elaborate theses on the coming 
conquest of the Earopean possessions in Africa 
or Asia by hordes of barbarians, néw Hons or 
Tartars. The victory of Japan is cited by the 
more imaginative, bat the Japanese, already 
the heirs of an older civilisation than our own, 
won their great victories and their glorious 
p'ace among the nations by a brilliant display 
of all the highest qua!ities that have advanced 
the chief Eoropean nations to their present 
greatness. ‘I'o conquer civilised men the bar- 
barian must become civilised himself, and we 
imagine that many generatioxs will elapse 
before the dreams of those who are haunted by 
black, brown, yellow, or copper coloured perils 
are falfilled.

EGYPT'S TBADB WITH GRE 
BRITAIN. 


The Government Press at hoxtie,as was to be 
expected, is making the foliést use of the latest 
trade returns 28 an“argamsnt against a pre- 
tective tariff, ard exhibits ill-concealed delight 
at_havitfg placed in its hands so effective a 
weapon of attack. In order to set out these 
returns to the best advantage, the ‘“West- 
minster Gasette” has compiled, from the Sta- 
tistical Abstracts, for the United Kingdom, 
as, informing series of charts showing the in- 
crease of exports from Great Britain to her 
various foreign markets at the end of each 
decade since 1856 to 1904. This is prefixed 
by a table of the exports during the latter 
year, from: which it appears that British India 
is our largest onstomer, the great dependency 
receiving in 1904 goods to the enormous 
valoe of £40,641,000. This is fifteen-an1-a- 
half millions in exeess of the exports to 
Germany, thesecond country in the list, and 
only five millions less than the combined 
imports of Germany ard the United States. 
In the 49 years under review India’s im- 
ports were doabled, but tho of Germany 
o:ly show a moderate advance, for the ave- 
r:ge annoal value in million £ in the years 
1870 1880 is given as 22.9, and in the 
yeara 1901-1904 as 23.8, though it should be 
pointed ont that between 1881-1890 tke 
average hai fallen to 17.5. 

Egypt is placed eleventh in the list with a 
total value of imports from the United King- 
dom in 1904 of £8,273,00), and it is noticestle 
that there is only as difference of about’ five 
millions between this amount and that of the 
Cape, which holds fifth place, while China and 
Iraly import respectively bat £536,000 and 
£98,000 more than Egypt. Rassia is the 
dwallest importer with £x,230,000. 

A reference to the chart devoted to Egypt's 
imports reveals the fact that between 1856 
and 1865 we received from the United King- 
dom goods ‘to the annual valae in million 
pounds sterling of 3.1. Daring the succeeding 
decade this rose to 6.5, but in the tronblous 
period between 1876 and 1885 the amonnt fell 
to 2.7. Ten years later it reached a pointslightly 
higher than 80 years previously, and continued 
to advance during the last nine yeirs onder 
review, which had an annnal valoe eqnal to 
5.7. As we are aware, last year’s total showed 
a farther big increase, and 1906 gives fair 
promise of beating all previous records.

CONSTERNATION AND DISMAY 
IN COURT: 


With this morning's judgment in the Mixed 
Court of Appeal the curtain fall on the most 
poignant industrial tragedy which has taken 
place in Egypt since the collapse of the 
‘Barque Indostrirlle.” Up to the last it was 


_| expected that the Appeal Court would not up- 


hold the jadgment of the Cairo Tribonal, and 


an eager and expectant audience gathered at | 


the Mixed Tribunals this morning to hear what 
would be the decision of the, Coart on one of 
the most momentous cares ever brought before 
& law-oourt in Egypt. At 9.15 o'clock the “dis- 
positif” of the jadgment was read out by the 
olerk of the Court, and as soon as it was seen 
that the bankraptcy had been confirmed, con- 
eration and dismay were visible on most of 
“the countenanoes of the crowd. . 
: The following is the “‘dispositif” of the 
jadgment :— 

Jugeant ocontradictoirement, le Ministére 
Pablio sutendu, regoit en la forme |’interven- 
tion des parties représentées par M Mes Padoa 
Bey et Roussos.

A oorrespendent writer :— Considerable 


excitement exists in official circles in Cairo.

ITALIAN SCHOOLS IN CAIRO. 

The erection of the large block of buildings 
which are to honse the four schools belonging 
to the Ita'ian Government in Cairo was com- 
menced this week, and they are estimated to 
ost about 400,000 francs when completed. 
The plans and designs were prepared by Mr. 
T. Parvie, engineer and architect of Sharia El 
Madabegh, who was deputed by the authorities 
at Rome to sobmit a detailed projact with

The schools are to ba built on the 6 000 
equare metres booghtsome years ago for this 
porpose fr'm the Ezyptian Governnent and 
situated on the Boulac-road, close to the Abou 
Ellela bridge, and.willhave a frontage on the 
new Abbas boulevard which is to be made from 
Kasr-el-Nil to Abbassich. This ground was 
aold at P.T. £0 per eqnare metre, which was 
half the estimated valae at the time of par- 

hase, whereas now sdjacant building sites are 
fetching qnite ten times this sum. 

The premises when completed will have 
accommodation for the whole of the 1,°00 
pupils of both sexes wh'ch attend the foar 
schools that are now distribated‘in different 
quarters of the city. The handsome and 
oon motinas bailding:, which are to be erected 
by Mevers) G. Garozzs and Figlio, are t» ba 
completed by the 1st November next. One o. 
the buildings will be set apart for a commercial 
and technioal school and the teaching staff will 
inoluda English and French professors.

As watch-dogs they are held in jast esteem 
ty the natives, especially for protecting crops 


and-cattle, and from the age ot six wesks will - 


loudly herald the approach of. any stranger. . 
This is a characteristic of ‘the breed and not 

confined to isolated specimens, as is frequently 

the oase, with Bnglish dogs such as ball-dogs 

and mastiffs. Indeed the ball-dog which fiada 
favour on the show-bench now-a-days hardly 
possesses soffisient erergy to bark if trodden 

upon, and the mast:ff is no longer necessarily 

associated with strength, faithfulnes', and 

tenacity of purpose. 

I have been informed by natives that the 
“Armant” originated from dogs of the St. 
Bernard race which were brought over to this 
eountry by Napoleon’s army and thereafter 
interbred with the “pariah.” This might 
possibly account for the breadth of skall and 
shape of limb and is interestiog if only from a 
legendary poiot of view, though I am con- 
vinced a modern St. Bernard would soon 
saccumb tothe summer heat in Upper Egypt. 

The natives of the Maremma plains and tha 
peasants of Catalonia have a spacial breei of 
dogs possessing somewhat similar character- 
istics tothe “Armant” and these are highly 
priz:d and carefally bred in those districts. 

Possibly if some of the native notables who 
breed the ‘‘Armant” would form a standard of 
“points.” the Khedivial Agricultural Society 
might ba induced to form a class for exhibition 


‘purposes at their annaal Show, offering prizas 


for the best specimens and thareby fostering 
the breed. 

There is also another distinct race of dogs 
in this coantry bred by the Bedonins and used 
by them for h ‘ntixg gazalle. One or two speci- 
mens which ‘[ have seen were somewhat akin 
to, bat mora powerfal than, the Eaglish grey- 
hound —Yoars faithfally,

CONVERSION TO STATE BANK. 


—-— 


The changes involved by the death of Bir 
Eiwin Palmer, says the ‘‘Economist,” are rot 
confined to the succession of a new: Governor, 
bat are likely to develop into several radical 
alteratious aftecting the very constitution | f 
the National Bank of Egypt, with a oorres- 
ponding reaction upon the financial sitaation 
of Egypt and its relations with the money 
markets of the world. Or, perhaps, it would be 
correct to say that these alterations form the 
organic evolution inevitably necessary if thi 
Bank is to falfil its natural fanctions. As is 
opportunely observed by a sound oritio in 
Egypt, the National Bank in the ten years it 
now counts of existence has had little that is 
national in its fanctions save the name. It is 
trae that it enjoys the privilege of a banknote 
issue, which is beginning to attain a creditable 
circulation even among the native population, 
amounting now to about one million sterling. 


.Farthermore, it- enjoys in a special degree the 


confidence of the Government, which, from the 
moment the Anglo-French accord liberated its 
finances from international supervision, made 
the National Bank its banker for the deposit 
of fands and the service ofthe Treasury. Bat 
that} so far, is all. While the Bank’s connection 
with the Government administrations, and its 
affiliations, so to speak, with the Agricultaral 
Bavk, and, in a minor degree, with the Bank 
of Abyssinia, invest it with a status which 
otherwise it would not possess, the v-dle.of the 
Bank in the financial and commercial world of 
Egypt itself is in ely lem considerable 
ivflaence than that ofthe Crédit Lyonnais, 
which occapies in’ many respects a preponde- 
rant situation in this country. It is, in the 
first place, the treasurer of the. Caisse de- la 
Dette, still the second graat Exchequer of 
Egypt ; and.aga deposit bink par.excellonce, 

with an extensive busioess in pare backing, 
which has been the strength of this institation. 

the Crédit. Lyonnsis has lated the money 
market of Egypt to an ‘iat hitherto beyond 
the power of the Natiofal Bank. The position, 
in other words, is this : If the Bank can count 
on the State, the. State cannot count in an 
equal degrpe on the Bank. The policy of the 
latter has bean that of an ordinary jointystock 
institution : to gain the utmost usofract pos-

An Englishman, Mr. Leland Buxton, who 
has recently arrived in London, after a toor 
in the Persian Gulf and in the Yemen, relates 
a remarkable story of the state of things 
existing at Sana. 

“We found Sana,” he stated ip an interview. 
“to be practically depopulated, having been 

| redaced from a population of 70,000 to some- 
thing like 20,000 ss a resnlt of the famine 
daring the Arab siege. ‘I'he Jews suffered 
terribly doring this perio’, and almost the 
whole town is deserted. Sana, which, so far as 
{ know, has only been visited by a tew English 

WY: yf men, has magnificent and very large buildings, 

UZ” GY ‘overed with decorations, and the town is 

Bes, “| surrounded by mud walls. There was a very 
large number of Turkish troops in the town 
when I was there. It was stated that the 
Imam was driveo'to rebellion against the 
Tarks by the local sheikhs.” 

Mr. Buxton stated that on his way to the 
capital he found villages had been destroyed 
by the Turkish artiliery, and:that a great 
portion of the route to Sana was entirely depo- 
pulated. Large numbers of ,skeletons and 
skulis marked the route. | 

The siege of Sana was attended by terrible 
suffering and starvation, and cannibali+m 
occurred buth among the Arabs and the Turks. 
‘'he people were reduced to terrible atraits, 
and one Turk himself admitted that he had 
killed and eateu thres Arabs, ‘I'he dogs, which 
are & characteristic feature of most Eastern 
towns, had disappeared, both they and the cats 
haying b.eu used as food. The only Baropean 
in Sana is an Italian trader, who was in the 
place throughont the siege, and who has lived 
there for x0 years. | 

While in Bagdad Mr. Buxton specially made 
inquiries as to what extent British commerc» 
was being afteted by German trade, but found 
that the furmer was still holding its own.
